MeNicholas announced. 


The meetings will be held suc- 
cessively in Boston, New York, 
Chicago, New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco and Spokane, beginning on 
January 28 and wil be attended 
by the regional diocesan chairmen 
who have been appointed to direet 
campaign activities in each diocese. 
Msgr. Patrick A. O’Boyle, execu- 
tive director of War lief Ser- 
vices—N.C.W.C. has arranged for 
the meetings whieh will aquaint 
the directors with accurate up-to- 
date information regarding current 
needs in Europe and the Far East 
as well as complete plans for car- 
rying on the drive.

Bill Would Provide 
Bus Transportation For 
Parochial School Pupils 


South Bend.—A “bill for an act 
providing for the transportation of 
certain school children and repeal- 
ing all laws in conflict therewith” 
has been introduced in the State 
Legislature by John 8. Gonas, 
State Senator of South Bend. Text 
of the bill is as follows: 

“BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 
STATE OF INDIANA: 

“SECTION 1. Whénever school 
trustees or school boards provide 
transportation for pupils attending 
the public schools, pupils attending 
private or parochial schools of ele- 
mentary and high school grades 
shall be entitled to the same rights 
and privileges as to transportation 
as are provi for pupils attend- 
ing the public schools: Provided, 
That such transportation will not 
necessitate any additional publie 
school buses or conveyances or re- 
quire an additional distance to be

“The. truth is that the tradi- 
tional concept of law is funda- 
mentally a religious concept,” Bish- 
op Shehan stated. “We might go 
further and say that the concept 
of law in western civilization, and 
articularly in -this country, has 
baie 6 Christian concept. To begin 
with, it is based on that concept 
of man as free and equal, with 
essential rights springing from the 
fact that he has been endowed by 
his Creator with rational nature.” 

“The very opening sentence of 
the legal document which gave 
birth to this country as an inde-

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Francis Cardinal Spellman, Arch.

bishop Ildebrando Antoniutti, 
Apostolic Delegate to Canada and 
Newfoundland.

A Plea For More Practical Christianity 


These personal recollections are important be- 
cause they happened at times when there was 
“peace” in the world. Who today is unaware of 
the wide-flung and indescribable misery in a 
world at war and emerging from war? Who can 
close his eyes to the pain and horror? What 
respect then can I have for the opinions of one 


- whose philosophy is summed up in the fatuous 


statement that he “is happier than any Chris- 
tian”? Certainly it is no valid indictment of 
Christianity. It is rather a plea for more and 
more practical Christianity. 


I have touched mud and I do not offer myself 
as any fine example for social behavior; there's 
something deeply, humanly comforting in the 
thought that Christ gathered about Him a gang 
of hard-working fishermen—cheese-eaters, wine- 
drinkers, with. fish-scales in their beards often 
enough, whose faith and example changed the 
face of the world against all the unceasing 
powers of evil. This is a fact that cannot be 
controverted, though it may be ignorantly and 
maliciously distorted. 


One of my companions in the campaign in 
German East Africa acquired a body-servant 
who soon attracted the attention of the other 


officers. They started a game which consisted in| 
offering this boy money to procure native women) 


for them. This kind of thing was regarded by 
the other boys as a joke—or an opportunity. 
But the new boy resented it angrily. It was this 
unusual attitude that seemed so funny. Other- 
wise the boy was quiet, efficient, hard-working, 
decent and self-effacing. More than a month 
passed before the white men found out he was a 


Christian from the Belgian Congo, and shame 


ended their game. But who was the Christian ?— 
the cynical white man or that good black man? 


I have met Mongol horsemen in the Gobi 
Desert who were good Christian men. My cook, 
a Goanese, in Aden, Arabia, used to appear be- 
fore me in person only twice a week; on Mondays 
to take the orders for the week, as he was duty 
bound, and on Sunday mornings, entirely on his 
own responsibility, to remind me with much em- 
barassment that it was time for me to go to 
church. Stewart Edward White spoke of the ex- 
traordinarily fine character of a Christian Cana- 
dian Indian whom he encountered in the wilder- 
ness far out of touch with any civilized commun- 
ity. I learned from such as they the universal 
nature of the Christian belief and spirit. 


Returning to our own United States, when 
Mr. Hughes pointed out the fact that paganism is 
on the increase here and that he belongs to the 
majority who. are not Christians, it was per- 
fectly timely for me to point out that though 
Christianity may not be keeping pace with the 
increase in population, crime and disregard of

suppose I ever gave it much thought. Why do you ask, Father? 


FATHER S: Because from the Acts, you are going to get a 
much deeper insight into God’s ways of dealing with men through 
the Church, and of the Church's way of dealing with problems as 
they come up. Everything you said about the Church is perfectly 
true; it is God’s own truth. But you will soon see that God didn’t 
do all the thinking for the Church. He didn’t set it up with all 
the details of organization and policy and application of doctrine 
completely worked out. On the contrary, although He gave to 
the Church all the prifitiples of faith, morality and organization, 
he left the application of these principles largely to the Church 
itself. 


That sounds as though we’re making it too human, doesn’t 
it? But actually, if you realize what the Church is, you’ll see 
that it is human only in its members. Christ, Our Lord, abides in 
the Church forever, because it is His Mystical Body, really- al- 
though mysteriously united to Him as its Head. He sends the 
Holy Spirit to give divine life to His Church and to guide it in 
its teaching, ruling and sanctifying. Thus, in the Church, it is 
God Who really acts, Who teaches, Who commands, Who directs. 

In the Acts of the Apostles, we'll see the ‘Church working out 
her first problems under the direction of the Holy Spirit. We'll 
see her using human beings and human agencies in applying to 
the world the merits of the Redemption. But, I repeat, that 
doesn’t mean that it is just a human work, for, as | have said, 
the Holy Spirit is always with the Church. And in the Acts of 
the Aposties, His presence is so visibly and so continually felt 
that this book has well been called “The Gospel of the Holy Spirit.” 
It will not be long before you will begin to see evidence of that. 

MR. J: That’s what I want to see, Father. But who wrote 
this history of the early Church? 

FATHER S: Under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, Who 
is its principal author, it was written by St. Luke, the disciple of 
St. Paul. You know him well from his Gospel. This book is a 
continuation of that Gospel. After St. Paul was arrested by the 
Romans the first time and taken to Rome, St. Luke went with 
him. There in Rome he wrote the account of the Acts, completing 
it after St. Paul’s liberation from prison in 63 A.D., but before 


the outbreak of Nero’s persecution in 64 A.D. And now do you. 


think we know enough of the book and its contents to start 
studying it? 

MR. J: Yes, Father. I’m anxious to start. 

‘1.3 FATHER S: Very well, then. St. Luke opens 
a the account by connecting this work with his Gospel. 
He dedicates it to the same Theophilus to whom he had dedicated 
the Gospel. And he takes up his account with the events that led 
up to the Ascension. 

MR. J: Doesn’t he tell us about the Ascension in the Gospel, 
Father? 

FATHER S: Yes, but here he goes into detail more than he 
had in the Gospel. Our Lord appeared to the Apostles many times, 
he tells us, during those forty days before His Ascension into 
Heaven, demonstrating to them by repeated proofs the fact of 
His Resurrection from the dead. This was the climax of the 
period of training of these Twelve whom he had chosen two years 
before. Their first.call had come shortly after the beginning of 

the ministry of Our Lord in Galilee.. On that occasion, 

gt He had spent the whole night before in prayer to God 
as was His custom when He was about to take some 
important step in the carrying out of His mission. Then, the 
next day, He called all His disciples and chose from them Twelve 
who were to form a special group apart from the 

(See Luke rest. These Twelve were constantly with Him. He 
st we had associated them with Himself in His work of 
preaching the Kingdom of God. They had remained by His side 
without hesitation when so many others of His dis- 

og Bape ciples deserted Him. When He instituted the Eucha-

‘And now, as He was about to ascend into Heaven, He 
was giving them His final instructions and commandments about 
their powers and duties as the authorities in the Kingdom of God 
on earth, His Church.

‘to all men by exercising the powers He had given to them and to 


their successors in the Church. But now suppose you continue, 
Mr. Jackson. 

J: Well, he and the Apostles were eating 
together when He told them to wait in Jerusalem for 
(See Matth. FATHER 8: Yes, Our Lord here harkens back 
to the prophecy of Jahn the Baptist before Christ

Since taking up football in 1939, 
the “Big Blues” as they are called, 
have gained State wide recognition 
for their gridiron teams. This year, 
under~the direction of their new 
coach, Bob Flynn, the St. Mary’s 
boys completed their most success- 
ful season in school history. 


But it is in basketball that the 
Blues came into the limelight. 
Having racked up the amazing 
total of five state Championships 
in ten years and receiving over 
twenty trophies in this field, the 
Blues are regarded as one of the 
most dangerous quintets in the 
State. 


Perhaps the greatest single star 
to come out of St. Mary High 
School athletics was not a player.

Two months ago, the Reds with- 
drew from Siwantze before the ad- 
vancing Nationalists. When the 
Nationalist forces entered the 
town, the people welcomed them 
with manifest pleasure. Hearing 


were infuriated. They vowed ven- 
geance and vowed it again when 
the government troops executed 
seven partisans who had been 
“finger men” and oppressors dur- 
ing the Red occupation. 


Knowing that the Communists 
had threatened to come back, the 
Siwantze townspeople appealed to 
the Nationalist general in Kalgan 
for a garrison. He could spare 
only some hundreds of. soldiers, 
not first-class troops. He also gave 
100 rifles to the people, so that 
they themselvés might defend 
their town, if the Reds attacked. 
It has long been a custom in the 
villages of Mongolia, non-Catholic 
and Catholic, to keep arms for de- 
fense against attackers. 


Eleven days ago the Reds came, 
anywhere from 1,000 to 3,000 of 
them, making a surprise attack at 
6 a.m. One of their first shells hit 
the church. By early afternoon the 
fight was over and the Commun- 
ists had Siwantze in their power. 
A few of the garrison and some 
20 of the civilian defenders had 
been killed. Now, began the. re- 
prisals. 

Some of the civilian defenders 
were still in the seminary build- 
ing, which the Reds themselves had 
occupied for a year and which had 
not served as a seminary since 
summer, 1945. The little group 
joined in saying the rosary. Then 
some made a dash for safety—and 
sueceeded. Others said that since 
they were sure to be killed, they 
preferred to meet death in the 
seminary. The Reds set fire to the 
building and when the men inside

Holy Cross, Indiana—On Jan- 
uary 29, two Sisters of the Holy 
Cross, Sister Joan of Arc from the 
Eastern Province and Sister Leo 
from the Louisiana Province, start- 
ed out on a long journey that will 
taken them halfway around the 
world to India to engage in foreign 
missionary work. Théy will sail 
from San Francisco and disembark 
at Bombay. In India they will be 
joined by two Marianite Sisters of 
Holy Cross from Precigne, France.

Three of these currents hav

fusion with the communists; the 


second, headed by former Ambas- 
sador to Paris Saragat, now Presi- 


‘dent of the Constituent Assembly, 


has determined to defend the inde- 
pendence of the party by sia a 
to effect an evolution toward 
regime of social justice, but out- 
side the Marxist ee 
section was called the Critica So- 
ciale; and the third current, called 
the Iniziativa Socialista, made up 
of young party followers, headed 
by Matteotti, whose father was a 
victim of fascism, has refused to 
adopt communist tactics, but has 
been animated by revolutionary 
impatience and a desire to act in- 
dependently of the Italian Commu- 
nist Party, 


In other words, the third curren 
appears more extreme than that 
the communists and has a better 
definable relation to Trotsky and 
his ideas. 


Immediately before the General 
Socialist Congress, the controver- 
sies between these different ten- 
dencies were accentuated. When 
the representatives arrived in 
Rome some days ago, the Nenni 
followers met at a university, while 
supporters of the other twe cur- 
rents met in the Palazzo Barberini. 
Attempts of the communists te 
avert the “fracture of the work- 
ing class” were unsuccessful and 
the split was inevitable. 


The Nenni followers renamed 
their party the Partito Socialista 
Italiano, while the supporters of 
the Critica Sociale and the Inizia- 
tiva Socialista took the name of 
the Partito Socialito Socialista dei 
Lavoratori Italiani (Italian work- 
ers’ Socialist Party) and have be- 
gun publication of their official or- 
gan, Umanita. 

The effect of the split has been 
to bring about bitter controversy 
between the two parties, and even

Illinois Court 
Upholds Right To 
Teach Religion 


Rejects Appeal Of Woman 
Who Seeks Ban On Part 
Time School Instruction 


Springfield, [ll., Jan. 22—The 
Illinois State Supreme Court today 
upheld the right of the Champaign, 
Iil., public schools to permit re- 
ligious education. 


The court rejected the appeal of 
Mrs. Vashti McCollum, an avowed 
atheist, from a decision of the 
Illinois sixth circuit court which 
denied her petition to ban relig- 
ious instruction classes in the 
Champaign schools. Mrs. McCol- 
lum said her iil-year-old son, 
James, was “embarrassed” because 
he. was the only pupil in his class 
not taking religious instruction. 


Mrs. McCollum, 35-year-old 
wife of a University of Illinois 
horticulture professor, had an- 
nounced long before today’s de- 
cision that she would carry her 
fight to the United States supreme 
court if necessary. She began her 
suit against the Champaign school 
board in 1945. 

The court’s opinion was written 
5 Justice Charles H. Thompson, 

arrisburg. 

There were no dissenting opin- 
fons. : 

Thompson said that, stripped to 
its essentials, the case presented 
this question: 

“Does either the federal or state 
constitution, or both, in their 

aranty of religious freedom, pro- 

ibit voluntary religious classes in 
the public schools under the plan 
as disclosed in this record?” 

“Certainly, such classes do not 
violate the freedom of conscience 
of any individual or group so long 
as the classes are conducted upon 
a purely voluntary basis,” Thomp- 
son said. 

“We do not find... anything 
that would warrant us in finding 
that thefe has been any violation 
of state and federal guaranties,” 
he added. 

Thompson said that “to deny the

Night of Decision, by Dorothy 
F. Grant. 

Against a background of colonial 
life, Mrs. Grant has traced a story 
of religious bigotry, brought to 
America by the YTuritans, who 
themselves sought to escape perse- 
cution. The fate of Catholics in 
the early days of this country was 
a hard one and it is well to have 
events of this sort brought to our 
attention again in these times,
